Palmer testified before a 
House Commerce subcommit- 
tee investigating the FCC and 
other government regulatory 
agencies. The subcommittee 
has heard previous testimony 
that Whiteside had given Mack 
at least $2650 and that Mack 
“nledged” his vote to a sub- 
sidiary of Nationa] Airlines in 
the Miami TV case 

Mack has claimed the money 
constituted loans and has de- 
nied any wrong-doing 

Palmer said he was in White- 
side's. office during the tele- 
phone conversation between 
Whiteside and Mack and heard 
both sides of the conversation 

Acted for Katzentine. 

Palmer also testified that he 
telephoned Mack almost weekly 
on behalf of A. Frank Katzen- 
tine. Miami radio station owner 
and an unsuccessful bidder for 


the Miami TV channel. 

The FCC’ overthrew its 
own examiner's recommenda- 
tion that Katzentine get the 
channel and voted 4 to 2 to 
give the channel to the Na- 


tional Airlines subsidiary. Mack 
voted for National Airlines 

Palmer said he heard White- 
Side tell Mack that “if he 
(Mack) had ever been pledged 
to him to vote for National Air- 
lines. he (Whiteside) wanted to 
unpledge him.” 

As he recalled, Palmer said, 
Mack replied that “he, Mack, 
had never been pledged in the 
first place.” 

Mack said if Whiteside 
had “considered him pledged, 
he was wrong,” Palmer con- 
tinued 

The witness said Mack told 
Whiteside he still “had not 
made up his mind on how he 
was going to vote

“The Authority, upon  ac- 
quisition of the 91 parcels in- 
volved, will pay all back taxes 
due,” James T. Drowmit, dep- 
uty executive director of the 
Authority, said. “In addition, 
the land will be placed on the 
city’s tax rolls to be tax-pro- 
ductive in the future.”

The donation of land would 
be a $700,000 credit against

Measure Introduced. 

A bill to give approval to the 
redevelopment plan and the 
collateral “co-operation agree- 
ment” between the city and the 
authority were introduced in 
the Board of Aldermen last 
week. The co-operation agree- 
ment contains a list of the par- 
cels of city-owned property 
that would be turned over to 
the authority 

The redevelopment plan stip- 
ulates that the developers of 
the 465-acre tract must pro- 
vide one acre of neighborhood 
park for each 200 dwelling 
units, and one off-street park- 
ing place for each unit. 

In the

ing space must be provided for 
each square foot of gross floor 
space.

The Word Is ‘Mutual 


President Eisenhower's decision to give the 
foreign aid program the “hard sell” is wel- 
come recognition of the misunderstanding and 
unpopularity confronting mutual security. 

Last year Mr. Eisenhower underestimated 
opposition in Congress, and was obliged to 
reduce his initial aid request by a half-billion 
dollars before Congress slashed it another 
400 millions. This year the President will 
follow his special message to Congress with 
direct appeals for public support. 

The program which the President now 
proposes is not very different from those of 
the recent past. .He seeks a total approxi: 
mately 177 millions larger than he sought 
last year, and 500 millions more than Con- 
gress appropriated. Nearly three fourths of 
the requested $3,942,100,000 would be spent 
for military assistance. 

The sum for military aid demonstrates as 
well as Mr. Eisenhower's words that the mu- 
tual security program underlies the Admin- 
istration’s foreign policy. It is not simply 
aid, much less a giveaway or hand-out. It 
supports allied defenses which are our first 
line of defense. It strengthens the nations 
in which we have advanced bases. 

The alternative to mutual security, as the 
President says, is a beleaguered America, in 
which more citizens don uniforms and all‘ citi- 
zens pay higher taxes. 

This year there is an additional argument 
for the aid program, though the President 
did not make it. Every aid dollar spent 
abroad in time returns to the account of the 
United States and is used to buy American 
goods or services. Foreign aid is a stimulus 
to and a support of domestic production and 
employment. That alone does not justify it, 
of course; but a time of recession like the 
present is no time to slash a program which 
helps to underpin the national economy. 

President Eisenhower offers a strong argu- 

ment for economic aid. He says that mili- 
tary aid alone is not an adequate barrier to 
Communist economic penetration of many 
nations. He notes that “poverty is a divisive 
force in the world.” He stresses that under- 
developed nations insist on economic as well 
as political freedom. 
In this context the State Department re- 
cently reported a surprising fact. In the 
last 30 months, it said, Russia has agreed to 
supply ten underdeveloped countries with 
1.5 billion dollars in aid, as against .9 billion 
in American aid. 

3ut if the Communist economic challenge 
is to be met head-on, as the President implies 
and many national leaders have advised, the 
next question is whether the Administration 
proposal will fill the bill. 

Only 142 millions are sought for technical 
assistance. If Congress responds to the Pres- 
ident’s request, the relatively new Develop- 
ment Loan Fund will have a billion dollars 
capital. But still the United States will not 
be engaged in any really large program, 
comparable to the Marshall Plan, to assist 
underdeveloped lands. 

If Congress considers foreign aid realistic- 
ally, it will question the military emphasis 
of the program, not the need for it. But a 
realistic appraisal will arise only from strong 
presidential leadership and public support. 


Job for the Mentally Well 


Chairman Francis Smith of the newly-cre- 
ated State Mental Health Commission speaks 
like a man determined to awaken his fellow- 
Missourians to a sense of their responsibili- 
ties to the mentally ill. The home truths he 
told the House Appropriations Committee 
are unpleasant to hear because they are a 
disgrace to us all: Our mental hospitals are 
“just custodial institutions which can’t do a 
competent job.” “It’s going to cost a lot of 
money to have decent mental hospitals” and 
Missourians “are going to have to dig down 
in their pockets” to correct a “very serious” 
Situation 

Every Missourian knows—or should know 
—all this, but we need to have it pointed out 
to us again and again. We need, too, a pro- 
gram of action, and it is good to know that 
Chairman Smith promises a “comprehensive 
plan” for running the seven state mental in- 
stitutions on a unified basis. 

Undoubtedly much waste is involved in the 
“complete lack of uniformity” which Chair- 
man Smith reports among the state hospitals 
—in recruitment procedures, in systems of 
treatment. When all the hospitals can be 
operated as part of one whole, the money 
available and prospective can no doubt be 
made to go farther and achieve better results. 

The Mental Health Commission sounds, in 
these first words from ft, like a fighting com- 
mission. That is what the state needs. 


Heart-Strings, Purse-Strings 


“Does not your Constitution provide 
that no property shal be taken from citi- 
zens without due process of law and 
without just compensation?” asked a pro- 
fessor at Bonn University, while I was 
meeting with members of International 
Christian Leadership.... 

“Yes, Doctor, the Constitution pro- 
vides just that,” I answered.

He also asserts that the United 
States is violating a 1907 treaty renouncing 
reparations, and bluntly states that “there is 
no legal basis for the confiscation of private 
property as the result of war, except under 
the concept of ‘to the victor belongs the 
spoils.’ ” 

Armstrong tugs at heart-strings by citing 
case after case in which small sums left for 
the orphans, the needy, the schools and the 
churches of Germany have been “confiscat- 
ed.” He barely mentions that I. G. Farben and 
Stinnes would benefit—and he forgets to say 
to what extent. Indeed, his article, now being 
circulated with a plea for contributions to a 
campaign for the return of this property, is 
a gem of forgetting. 

Armstrong forgets to mention that the 
United States is not asking reparations from 
Germany or Japan. He forgets that in return 
for very lenient treatment by the United 
Slates, the two governments agreed to pay 
the claims of their citizens. The people for 
whom Armstrong is so solicitious have a 
claim not against Washington, but against 
Bonn and Tokyo. 

No, it is not Missouri's Senator Hennings 


who is being heartless or “clever” or “‘ille- 
gal” when he leads the fight against this 
giveaway to I. G. Farben. Armstrong sim- 
ply forgot a few details. In making solicita- 
tions in the name of Christian charity, i 
would be seemly to tell the whole story. 


Chou Rocks a Boat 


It is easy enough to think up reasons for 
rejecting the Chinese Communist demand 
that U.N. forces leave South Korea in re- 
sponse to the Peiping decision to pull its 
troops out of North Korea. The withdrawals 
would not be exactly commensurate, one be- 
ing across the Yalu and the other across 500 
miles of ocean to Okinawa. U.N. troops are 
there by U.N, sanction, tie Chinese troops 
are nat. And so on. 

If “No” is the easy answer, however, it is 
not necessarily the best one. For if the Chi- 
nese Communists make good on their an- 
nouncement that they will draw back their 
350,000 troops whether or not the U.N. Com- 
mand withdraws its 30,000-plus force, they 
will move into a powerful propaganda posi- 
tion both in Korea and in Asia generally. 
They will have accomplished one of those 
deeds which Western diplomats are always 
demanding as a substitute for talk, and our 
own talk justifying the maintenance of the 
U.N. Command may not impress many Asians 
as rebuttal. 

There is a strong probability that this move 
of Premier Chou En-lai’s is only the begin- 
ning of a new diplomatic offensive in the Far 
East. Possibly the capture of a South Ko- 
rean plane was part of the same strategy. 
Some reports have it that on his last visit to 
Moscow, Chou En-lai made a trade, China to 
support the Kremlin’s policy in Eastern Eu- 
rope in exchange for Kremlin support of a 
Chinese drive for a Far Eastern settlement. 
If these reports are true, the fireworks just 
ignited in Korea may be followed by similar 
activity relating to Formosa. 

Every indication argues against the like- 
lihood of this activity taking military form at 
this time. So if American policy confines it- 
self to digging in along the present military 
lines, and preparing for a last-ditch defense 
against an invasion of Formosa, the chances 
are we will be fighting the wrong battle. How 
well is our State Department equipped to 
meet the very different kind of challenge 
which may be coming—a Chinese offensive 
for a peaceful diplomatic settlement of Far 
Eastern issues? 

Up to now our policy has been the strictly 
static one of backing Rhee in Korea and 
Chiang in Formosa, of massively resisting 
recognition of Peiping, of embracing the sta- 
tus quo and putting aside even the thought 
of a settlement. This policy worked, after a 
fashion, so long as Chou En-lai did not rock 
the boat: _ But it looks as if a considerable 
amount of boat-rocking lies ahead. 


Kirkwood’s Lesson 


Kirkwood has become the first community 
in St. Louis county to fluoridate its water 
supply, and this is a noteworthy “first.” Like 
the City of St. Louis, which more than two 
years ago adopted this proved procedure for 
attacking dental decay in children, Kirkwood 
now ‘is a better place than it was in which to 
rear youngsters. Their health will improve 
merely by their living in the community. 

Kirkwood offers a subject for thought to 
County Councilman James H. J. McNary, 
whose single vote would assure the extension 
of fluoridation’s benefits throughout the coun- 
ty. Unlike Kirkwood, which has its own wa- 
ter supply, the rest of the county's commu- 
nities are tied in to the County Water Co. 
system; they cannot fluoridate until the Coun- 
ty Council orders the water company to do so. 

Action by the county is vehemently op- 
posed by a small minority, just as it was in 
Kirkwood. Yet more than two-thirds of Kirk- 
wood voters proved to be in favor of fluori- 
dation when the issue was subjected to refer- 
endum. Councilman McNary should apply 
this arithmetic to the county situation. If he 
votes for fluoridation, he will be serving the 
interests of the overwhelming majority of 
county citizens. 


O Pentagon Plums! 


Even for the Pentagon it was a most im- 
pressive and intriguing title that was con- 
ferred on Robert A. McDonald, a New York- 
er in the asbestos business. At $16,000 a 
year, he was deputy assistant secretary of de- 
fense for properties and installations—until 
he resigned the day after the Senate investi- 
gations subcommittee questioned him about 
unauthorized absences from the Pentagon. 
He took the post in July 1956 but, according 
to Senator McClellan, the record showed Mc- 
Donald was absent two-thirds of the time dur- 
ing the past eight months. How many depu- 
ty secretaries, under secretaries, assistant 
secretaries, secretaries to assistant secre- 
taries and special assistants to assistant sec- 
retaries are there in the Pentagon who have 
no business being there, and often aren't? 


From Case and Javits 


The White House strategy of waiting out 
the recession dissatisfies two Republicans at 
least. They are Senators Javits of New York 
and Case of New Jersey, who are urging im- 
mediate action for housing and _ school 
construction. 


Senator Javits is so eager to have the Re-° 


publican party espouse a progressive pro- 
gram that he urges the G.O.P. to hold a na- 
tional strategy convention, similar to the 
1943 conference at Mackinac Island. He calls 
for “a national objective of adequate housing 
with a target of 1,500,000 units of new hous- 
ing annually.” 

Senator Case emphasizes the need for giv- 
ing school construction a place in federal 
public works plans. The denial of a place to 
public schools, as he says, “sticks out like a 
sore thumb.” When the nation is short more 
than 140,000 schoolrooms—or to put it an- 
other way, when just under 2,000,000 pupils 
are in excess of normal elementary and sec- 
ondary capacity—it is time to put school con- 
struction on the public works drawing boards. 

Senators Case and Javits are two of the 
ablest Republicans in Congress, as well as 
two of the stanchest of “modern” or “Eisen- 
hower” Republicans. Their recommendations 
ought to carry weight at the White House. 


Harold Stassen is bidding for nonpartisan 
support in Pennsylvania, but it looks like 
what he is more likely to get is partisan non- 
support.

Coal mines wrote their 1957 acci- 
dent record in large, bloody, red fig- 
ures—473 miners killed, 17,960 in- 
jured, according to the United States 
Bureau of Mines. It represented one 
of the grimmest chapters of the last 
decade in the continuing story of 
needless slaughter. 

Frequency of fatal accidents, up 
sharply over 1956, was the highest of 
any year since 1947. 

Five major mine disasters shat- 
tered a moratorium that had lasted

The year got off to a bad start 
with a blaze of newspaper headlines 
heralding the first of a series of 
mine disasters, and ended on the 
Same note with two major disasters 
in December and a death toll from 
all causes of 41 for that month. The 
December toll reported by the Bu- 
reau was identical with that for the 
first month of the year 


Coal production totaling 515,400.- 
000 tons of bituminous and anthra- 
cite was down 14,300,000 tons from 
the five-year high of 529,700,000 tons 
set in 1956. Working time dropped 
off by approximately 6,800,000 man- 
hours from the previous year. 

The cold statistics show the year's 
473 fatalities occurred at a frequency 
of 1.17 per million man-hours of ex- 
posure to the hazards of mining, 
compared to a toll of 445 men killed

Illinois coal mines operated with- 
out a fatal accident the last two 
months of 1957 but at year-end the 
death toll stood at 21 compared to 
20 for 1956, the Illinois Department 
of Mines and Minerals reported. The 
state ranks fourth in coal production. 

Fatality causes last year as com- 
pared with 1956 show a sharp in- 
crease of more than 50 per cent in 
deaths resulting from roof and face 
falls. The Department reported total 
coal production for the year of 46,- 
597,458 tons. At year-end 143 mines 
—72 of them shaft operations and 
the remainder strip mines—were re- 
porting.

STRAUSS STIRS 


EW STORM ON 
ATOMIC PLANTS 


° New York Times News Service 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20— 
Lewis L. Strauss, chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, pulled a new atomic 
power plant proposal out of 
his pocket vesterday and 
stirred up a congressional hor- 
nets nest. 

The flare-up between Strauss 
and Democrats on the Joint 
Congressional Atomic Energy 
Committee seemed to dim 
hopes that the two sides at last 
would reach a peaceful accord 
on atomic power development. 

Strauss. with his fellow com- 
missioners, was appearing be- 
fore the committee for the an- 
nual review of the atomic en- 
ergy program 

It had been agreed in ad- 
vance that discussion of atomic 
power plants would be deferred 
until later in the hearings be- 
cause the commission and com- 
mittee are presently trying to 
negotiate an expanded new pro- 
gram 
Broken. 

This temporary truce was 
broken when Strauss reached 
into his pocket and produced 
a telegram from N. R. Sullivan, 
president and general manager 
of Pacific Gas and Electric Co., 
announcing plans for a new 
atomic power plant 

The telegram said that Pa- 
cific Gas and Electric Co. 
planned to build a 60,000-kilo- 
watt atomic power plant near 
Eureka, Calif., with no govern- 
ment assistance 

The plant. with a boiling 
water tvpe reactor, would be 
completed by 1962. Sullivan 
predicted that on: its second 
fuel loading it would produce 
electricity at a competitive cost 
of eight mills per kilowatt 
the most opti- 
mistic prediction made in re- 
cent months for attaining .eco- 
nomic nuclear power

Good Time to Check 
Up on Supply of 
Spices; Report on 
Local Food Supplies.

DID YOU EVER THINK of 
turning to your spice shelf for 
help in giving Lenten menus a 
lift? 

There is no denying that 
many of the Lenten foods lack 
character unless they are given 
a little flavor boost. So if you 
want to add more interest, to 
your meatless meals, we sug- 
gest that you start this week's 
marketing in the spice depart- 
ment. 

If you are a convert to the 
use of spices and herbs in 
cooking, you need nothing 
more than this reminder. If 
you aren't, we hasten to add a 
word of warning. Don't get 
carried away by the thing and 
go all out. Subtle does it; too 
much spice is a horrendous 
thing. But. go easy, and you 
will be delighted with the 
change it can make. 

A little sweet basil will bring 
out flavor undertones in to- 
mato dishes; a smidgen of ore- 


gano makes eggs something 
special; marjoram is excellent 
in fish and sauce recipes; a 


dash of paprika does as much 
for pallid fish as a dash of 
lipstick does for a pallid face. 
And so it goes—you take it 
from there. 

* * + 


Reports continue to pour into 
this desk as to the extent of 
storm damage throughout the 
country, and just what effect it 
may have upon food supplies. 
Some of them are- conflicting 
as to the extent of damage, but 
this statement from John A. 
Logan, president of the Na- 
tional Association of Food 
Chains, seems to sum it up 
rather neatly. 

“Homemakers will see the 
results of the latest blow to 
Florida agriculture in shorter 
supplies of a number of 
produce items within a few 
days,” stated Mr. Logan late 
last week. 

“Known to be affected were 
supplies of fresh corn, toma- 
toes, snap beans, soft lettuce, 
squash, peppers and cabbage. 
It is reported also that damage 
to. young watermelon plants 
will delay marketing of this 
crop and reduce the quantity 
available.” 

However, a cheering note in 
the situation, according to the 
association executive, is the 
ample supples of other produce 
items as well as canned and 
frozen vegetables which are 
available at reasonable prices. 
(Remember those canned peas 
we have been plugging so dili- 
gently all of this month?) 

Just how severe the damage 
was to Florida citrus seems to 
be a debatable subject. Every- 
one seems to agree that tan- 
gerines and Temple oranges 
were hard hit, since they were 
right at their peak of ripeness 
and are thin-skinned tender 
fruit. 


At the present time oranges, 
whether from Florida, Texas 
or California, aren't cheap by 
any means. Grapefruit is quite 
variable in quality; some is ex- 
cellent but not all, and it's 
hard to tell. It may look all 
right on the outside and be 
disappointing when cut; on the 
other hand some that isn’t at- 
tractive in appearance is quite 
good eating. In short, we can’t 
be of much help to you right 
now in guiding you about 
oranges and grapefruit. 

We do know for certain that 
the freeze is delaying every- 
thing and will upset the nor- 
mal supply and price situation 
for the next few months. 

But the picture isn't all 
black. There are many bright 
spots, actually. Lemons are 
still a bargain and limes, al- 
though higher than lemons, 
are reasonable enough. 

Apples continue to be a 
steal pricewise; quality is fine 
for immediate use but don't 
buy more than you can eat 
within a few days. 

Pineapples out of Cuba and 
bananas are both a fair fruit 
buy; rhubarb from Michigan 
(with some now starting from 
Washington) is very good and 
priced right.

As for vegetables, John Lo- 
gan's statement seems to be 
borne out on a local level. Corn 
is high, as he predicted; so 
are squash, peppers and cab- 
bage. 

Outstanding vegetable buy 
of the week ts, surprisingly 
enough, iceberg lettuce. Other 
vegetables which are moderate 
in price include beets, broc- 
coli, brussels sprouts, carrots 
and cauliflower. 


Recent arrivals in the pro- 
duce department include anise, 
papayas, sassafras (in case you 
have a yen for sassafras’ tea). 
Peas and asparagus are be- 
coming more abundant, al- 
though the latter item is stil] 
quite high. 

Sorry, but it’s the same old 
routine on meat—we just can’t 
report much change. You might 
waich: for buys on hams and, 
of course, fryers are still a 
bargain. Naturally enough, you 
will find emphasis placed upon 
seafoods now. ~

Bay leaves, the dried leaves 
of the sweet bay or laurel tree, 
are possessed of a distinctive, 
yet delicate, pungency of fla- 
vor. So elusive is this quality 
that it frequently requires the 
educated palate of a spice con- 
noisseur to analyze, by tasting, 
the provocative flavor bright- 
ness that bay leaves bring to 
fish or vegetable dishes. But 
it doesn’t take an expert to 
thoroughly enjoy the intriguing 
deliciousness that the herb’'s 
personality has added. 

A case in point is Herbed 
Salmon-Cheese Burgers, guar- 
anteed to elate appetites with- 
out deflating the budget. In 
this dish, salmon, cheese and 
bread crumbs are mixed with 
milk and seasoned with instant 
minced onion, marjoram and 
parsley flakes. A single finely 
crumbled bay leaf serves as 
flavor highlight for a five- 
portion batch of these herbed 
burgers, and another bay leaf 
flavor-punctuates the burgers’ 
crowning glory, spiced tomato 
gravy. 

Among other dishes that 
take on added charm with a 
touch of bay leaf are many 
made with beef, veal or lamb 
and vegetable soups and cas- 
seroles, 

Herbed Salmon-Cheese Burgers 
with Tomato Gravy. 


One pound can pink or red 
salmon. 

One-half cup salmon liquid 
and milk. 

Three-fourths cup fine dry 
bread crumbs. 

One egg, beaten. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-fourth teaspoon ground 
black pepper.

HOUSE UNT OK 
PRESIDENTIAL 
SABLITY BILL 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20 
(UP)—A House Judiciary sub- 
committee today approved a 
presidential disability bill that 
would permit the Vice Presi- 
dent to decide when he 
should take over temporarily 
the duties of an ailing Presi- 
dent. The 3-to-2 vote followed 
party. lines. 

Under the bill, an eight-man 
commission—with only five of 
its members empowered to 
vote—could restore the Presi- 
dent to office on its finding 
that he had recovered. Barred 
from voting on the question of 
restoring the President to of- 
fice would be the three mem- 
bers immediately in the line 
of presidential succession—the 
Vice President, the Speaker 
and the Senate President pro 
tem. 

Republicans opposed _ the 
measure. They supported the 
Administration’s contention 
that a constitutional amend- 
ment is necessary to resolve 
the question of how to deter- 
mine when a President is too 
disabled to carry on. 

In a statement announcing 
the subcommittee action. chair- 
man Emanuel Celler ‘(Dem 


New York, said a constitutional State and 


amendment “could not be ap- 
proved by the states until near 
the end of Eisenhower's tenure” 
when the “sense of urgency” 
would be. gone. 


Advisory Commission. 

The eight-man commission 
would advise the Vice Presi- 
dent on any decision he might 
make. The commission's find- 
ings, howeyer, would not be 
binding on the Vice President 

The measure would empower 
the Vice President both to 
raise the question of disability 
and to answer it 


Celler said the Democratic 
majority on the subcommittee 
rejected the proposition of 
recommending a constitutional 
amendment on the ground it 
“will involve too long a period 
of time and could not be ap- 
proved by the states until near 
the end ofr Eisenhower's 
tenure.” 

‘A constitutional amendment 
must be approved by a two- 
thirds majority of each house 
and ratified by three-quarters 
of the states before becomink 
law.) 

“Historv shows that when 
the emergency created by ill- 
ness has passed,” Celler said, 
“interest is lost in the sub- 
ject of presidential inability 
Thus, the sense of urgency is

CHICAGO, Feb. 20 — Gen 
Maxwell D. Taylor, Army Chief 
of Staff, held out the hope yes- 
terday that an effective defense 
against missiles in the mak- 


ing 

“While no defensive system 
will ever be 100 per cent ef- 
fective.” Gen. Tavlor said, “Il 
must sav that the possibilities 
of a missile defense of the 
United States have, in my judg- 
ment. increased to an encour- 


acing degree. 
He spoke at the closing ses- 


sion of the three-day fourth 
annual Militarv-Industrial Con- 
ference The conference also 


heard Mansfield D. Sprague, 
Assistant Secretary of Defense, 
make a plea for President Eis- 
enhower's foreign aid program 

Sprague pointed out that the 
militarv assistance program ac- 
counted for more than one 
half “of our so-called foreign 
aid effort.” More than two 
fhirds of this kind of assistance 
goes to Greece, Turkey, Pak- 


istan, South Viet Nam, Korea 
and Formosa, he _ said He 
argued that there was an “in- 
separable relationship” between 
the economic and military as- 
pects of the Soviet threat to 
this country 

European Withdrawal Urged. 


Another speaker, Sir Ralch 
Cochrane. a former air chief 
marshal of the Roval Air Force, 
suggested withdrawal of Amer- 
ican and British forces from 
continental Europe to create 
a neutral buffer area as a risk 
worth taking 

Cochrane, now director of 
the Rolls Royce, Ltd., research 
division, urged joint British- 
American development of air- 
craft capable of large-scale 
troop transport. He said atomic 
bombs made beach invasions 


impossible and troops could 
now be put ashore only if they 
could be set down inland 

In his speech, General Tay- 
lor reported that the Army's 
anti-aircraft batteries were be- 
coming entirely surface-to-air 
units which will be supplied

He noted that Secretary of 
Defense, Neil H. McElroy, has 
taken over direction of the 
anti-missile-missile program, to 
which the Nike Zeus. a 100 to 
300-mile atomic missile, is the 
Army's contribution. 

“I may be overly optimistic 


in my attitude toward the pos- 
sibilities of an anti-missile: de- 
fense, but I feel that it is an 
area in which we cannot af- 
ford to act other than opti- 
mistically,”" Gen. Taylor said.

He expressed the opinion 
that a general nuclear war is 
unlikely, but that the Com- 
munists may engage in limited

To offset such action, he said, 
mobile forces “must be con- 
Sstantly ready for strategic 
movement to any threatened 
point in the world.” 

“They must be equipped with 
the most modern equipment,”

Reporters asked Gen. Taylor 
if nuclear weapons would be

“It would obviously depend 
on requirements for gaining 
victory.” he replied. ‘‘We must 
be prepared to use all tactical 
weapons freely.”

MATH AND SCIENCE 


INDIANAPOLIS Feb 20 
(AP! — America’s secondary 
school principals agreed ten- 


tatively yesterday on the need 
for more stress on the teach- 
ing of mathematics and science 
in junior and _ senior high 
schools. There was minor dis- 
agreement on just how this 
should be done 

{ special 18-man committee 
of the National Association of 
Secondary School Principals 
put the blueprint before the 
convention Monday. After 
three days of point-by-point 
debate the educators agreed 
they like it—with reservations. 
The program set forth these 
standards: 

Both science and math 
should be required in the 
seventh, eighth and ninth 
grades. 

“Capable” students should 
be required to take both sub- 
jects in grades 10, 11 and 
12 

Exceptionally talented stu- 
dents should condense this 
six-vear program into five 
years, leaving their twelfth 
vear free for advanced col- 
Jege-level courses in both 
fields 

Students of “limited abil- 
itv’ should have at least one 
year of science and math in 
their last three years of high 
school 
Many of the principals said 


the program should be “strong- e 
ly recommended,” instead of § 


“required.” 

Dr. David B. Austin, profes- 
sor of education at Columbia 
University, said the proposed 
program means there must be 
more and better guidance serv- 
ice to the student 

This isn't a one-shot job,” 
Austin said. “but a continuing 
job. We should try to spot 
talented youngsters as soon as 
possible, and stay with them in 
an effort to develop their com- 
plete potential—but we cant 
force them to take certain 
courses and programs as the 
Russians do.” 

Eugene S. Thomas of Kala- 
mazoo, Mich., emphasized that 
every student should be offered 
programs that would challenge 


him to do his best work 
whether he is one of the tal 
ented. or one of these with 
limited ability. 

“Motivation isn't standard 


equipment on a youngster, as 
a steering wheel is on an auto- 
mobile,” Thomas said. ‘“Moti- 
vation is still the responsibility 
of the parents and the teach- 
ers.’ 

Although the principals gave 
general approval to the plan, 
it is still up to the local and 
state school boards to put it 
into action. No decision reached 
here has any binding effect 
on the 30,000 high schools in 
the nation

VICTOR BORGE, a man who plays the piano and the 
buffoon, dropped into the cloistered halls of CBS-TV last 
night and uncloistered them 
I must say at the start that Borge fractures me. If I 
have any bones to pick (careful, boy, those are fractured 


bones), it would be to complain that there wasn’t enough 
Borge. I think some network should set aside a day to 
the man 


I suppose one of the reasons why I enjoy Borge so 
thoroughly is because he seems to enjoy his own work so 
thoroughly. He operates with a kind of maniacal gusto, a 
rapturous detachment from sense and reason. His world is 
nonsense, a nonsense compounded of equal parts of gloat 
and bliss and clouds, all of it smothered with a coating of 
imbecilic relish 

“I have two-and-a-half brothers,” Borge said at 

one point during the evening. “Three half-broth- 

ers who make one-and-a-half and one regular one 

who makes it two-and-a-half. Incidentally, one of 

them is married to a very lovely girl, very wealthy 

—she owns a string of wishing wells.” 
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Or: “I wish to thank my mother and father who made 
this show possible. And my five children who made it nec- 
essary ” 


I knew everything would turn out all right from the 
very start last night when Borge appeared, surrounded by 
the men of the orchestra and a sea of Lawrence Welk bub- 
bles. The orchestra was working on “The Liechtensteiner 
Polka” and Borge was working on a peanut butter sand- 
wich and the piano. (“This piano was made by Steinway 
and sons this afternoon,” he explained later. “Normally a 
piano has 88 keys, but this one has 89 because one of the 
sons is a little off.) 

He then went into a commercial for his auto sponsor 
and volunteered a recent picture of his own model. It 
turned out to be a mound of snow. “The bad thing about 
it, of course,” shrugged Borge, “is that my wife is still 
in it.” 

And so it went. Borge, who will appear in St. 

Louis March 7, slashed up some scores of Schu- 

bert and Strauss and Shostakovich and Debussy 

and announced he was composing a typical Tin 

Pan Alley hit.

He 
advanced to ownership of Wall 
Street skyscrapers, to oil lands 
in Texas and Oklahoma, to 
plush gambling operations 
heaven only knows where, and 
to remarkably close association 
with many ranking political 
figures in various parts of the 
country. 

Costello had early realized 
the opportunities in alcohol. 
He was chummy with Bill 
Dwyer and Big French Le- 
mange, Owney Madden's pal. 
They had put together as lav- 
ish an alcohol operation as the 
era produced. There had been 
a mix-up with the law in 1927. 
Several Coast Guardsmen, ad- 
mitting their guilt, called Cos- 
tello the payoff man, The jury 
did not believe that of Frank. 
Not all the jurors, anyway, and 
nothing came of the charge. 
That occured only a short time 
after Costello became a citizen, 
too. (Incidentally, the “Prime 
Minister's” application for cit- 
izenship carefully avoided any 
reference to a 1915 conviction, 
with its one-year sentence, for 
possessing a pistol.) 

Like Costello, most of the 
boys had problems, with repeal 
on the’ way in 1931 and 1932 
A man has to keep busy. As 
the recently-appointed ruler 
of Unione, Charley Lucky had 
some investments with excel- 
lent returns. He had become 
acquainted with the numbers, 
for instance, and moved into 
dope on a wide scale, and 
launched an occasional foray 
into industrial stuff. But alco- 
hol was still the big revenue- 
producer. 

Lepke already had a neat 
“gimmick.” He was developing 
labor and industrial extortion 
in the garment trade, in flour 
and trucking, from all of which 
he exacted tribute. Most of the 
boys, however, were in the 
same boat as Costello. In New 
Jersey, Longy Zwillman and 
his first lieutenant, Willie 
(Moretti) Moore, had made 
fortunes during Prohibition. 
They were now at liberty, too, 
and. could use something to 
keep the pot boiling. 

Dutch Schultz, who had been 
in beer, found an answer 
faster than most of them, in 
the everyday institution of the 
restaurant. 

“Those places need pro- 
tection,” The Dutchman told 
his cabinet solicitously. 
“There’s hundreds of them 
in New York alone. A stink 
bomb in the rush hour, or a 
worm in a batch of bread 
dough anything could 
ruin a restaurant.” 

The Galahad in the Dutch- 
man came out. “We gotta pro- 


tect them.” Only Dutch said 
“nertect.” To executives of 
fashionable food _  establish- 
ments and successful eating 


chains, he explained how he 
realized their success was de- 
pendent on public whim. He 
pointed up their potential 
disaster, in case they did not 
get the point themselves. 
“Now, I'm the guy to per- 
tect you,” Dutch reassured 
them. The fee”? A bagatelile, 
compared to the services ol- 
fered. He would not take “no” 
for an answer, the restaura- 
teurs did not dare offer a “no.” 
Before 1932 was out, the res- 
taurant racket was a $2,000.- 
000-a-year extortion for Dutch 
in New York alone. Added to 
his take from Harlem num- 
bers banks, it kept the wolf 
from the Dutchman's door. 
FRANK C., though, was the 
direct antithesis of Dutch 
Schultz. The “Prime Minister” 
deplores violence. Such things 
as mob wars and gang shoot- 
ings cause him to shudder. 
Indeed, violence has been so 
abhorrent to him that in 1929 
Costello even called a conven- 
tion in Atlantic City to talk 
cutting down on the rough 
stuff, and similar economic im-

has ever been certain whether 
it was Al’s own gun that put 
him behind bars—or, as was 
whispered, someone else's gun 
looking for Al. Such-as Bugs 
Moran, for instance—Al’s chief 
business rival in Chicago. Ca- 
pone was simply placed ‘“‘on- 
ice” for safe keeping 
Dignity—that is the way of 
life, insists Costello. So Frank 
C. vetoed this and that prop- 
osition, back there when repeal 
Was causing so many changes. 
Then gambling was brought up. 
Perhaps Frank Erickson men- 
tioned it, because the notorious 
roly poly bookie was just then 
beginning to forget all about 
his bus boy days in a Coney Is- 
land eatery. A couple of hundred 
thousand a year from:as soft 
a touch as making book can 
Cause anyone to forget prac- 
tically anything, even hustling 
dirty dishes, was the way 
Erickson looked at it. Gam- 
bling had a ring of class to 
Costello. Several years later, 
he was to tell Bob Considine, 
the New York newspapérman, 
about it 


“If you say that I am a 
gambler, you will be right,” 
the Prime Minister confessed. 
“But I am an uncommon gam- 
bler. An uncommon gambler 
is a man who accommodates 
common gamblers.” 


You may not believe this. 
but Costello really moved into 
gambling legitimately. Before 
the legalization of pari-mutuel 
machine betting in 1939. book- 
making at New York race tracks 
was as unlawful as going to 
church. One of the leading 
bookies in the sanctioned bet- 
ting ring at the tracks was 
Johnny Ferrone. Costello sim- 
ply bought a piece of Johnny's 
play, and was a bona-fide part- 
ner—all on the level of 
course, that doesn’t mean the 
boys got out of bookmaking 
after 1939. In fact, fellows like 
Frank Erickson, probably the 
biggest bookmaker 


of our 
time, have handled handsome 
action since then, what with 
clients who bet as much as 


$10,000 a day 


IN 1945, New York City In- 
vestigations Commissioner Ed- 
gar Bromberger looked over 


Erickson's interests and found 


that the flabby-faced bookie 
had made bank deposits of 
over $30,000,000 in a 12-year 


period. And in 1950, Erickson 
told a United States Senate 
Gambling Investigating Com- 
mittee—preceding the Kefau- 
ver Committee—that his of- 
fice in Cliffside Park, N. J., 
took “layoff” bets from cus- 
tomers in all 48 states daily, 
handled some $12,500,000 year- 
ly, and that he paid one man 


$20,000 annualiy Just 
the money in the bank 

The prospects were s0 ex- 
cellent that even before 1932 
ended, Costello and the other 
big bosses already: were in 
gambling, and branching to all 
fields of the many-sided indus- 
try of chance. There was the 
policy game—the numbers, 
with mountains of profits. And 
so simple to handle—especially 
with the protection of Jimmy 
Hines, the benign and supreme 
political power in New York 
City, Next, in the conversion 
from rum, caine slot machines. 
Costello had the rich New York 
play exclusively—until Mayor 
Fiorello LaGuardia began re- 
moving the slots. It did not 
nettle LaGuardia when the 
courts held that the “one- 
armed-bandits” were legal. The 
Little Flower simply had the 
police go out and chop them 
up with axes, anyway, and sink 
them off Sandy Hook by the 
scow load.

Frank C. saw the light then. 
He packed up and moved to 
New Orleans The welcome 


mat was out there. Huey Long, 
in fact, personally extended the 
invitation to him. The story 
is that the Louisiana Kingfish’s 
State fund for widows, orphans 
and the blind was to share in 
the profits. Costello set up his 
machines by the thousand. At 
the height of the operation, 
there were five thousand in 
New Orleans alone. The story 
is, too, that through the first 
year Huey’s widows, orphans 
and blind netted exactly $600 
from them.

Even if this were 
over-optimistic by as much 
as 50 per cent, a billion a 
year still puts it in the big 
business class. All that—and 
dignity, too. 


The largest investments by 
far in the switch of the boss 
mobsters to dignified gambling 
were in swank saloons, road- 
houses and plush eating places 

with roulette, craps or name- 
your-game, behind the velvet 
draperies, in the back rooms 
or upstairs. Costello's fancy 
Beverly club, a few minutes 
from downtown New Orleans. 
was a $1.000.000 investment 
alone. The topper, though, was 
the flamboyant Flamingo club 
in Las Vegas, Nev., which cost
